A itEcusT industrial work of great im- 


portance is the completion of the Kiel 
canal in Germany. This canal, sixty- 
three miles in length, built through a 
comparatively level country, will accom- 
modate the largest ship afloat. It is 
built across the southern part of the 
peninsula of Jutland, and renders the 
Baltic sea accessible at all seasons of the 
year. The route to the portaon the Baltic 
through the rocky and often ice-bound 
BtraitB between Denmark and the north- 
ern peninsula was at all times dangerous 
and 6ften impossible on account of ice. 
The effect of the building of this canal, 
soon to be opened, has already been to 
give an impetus to shipping in the Ger- 
man and Russian ports of the Baltic. It 
will be of great strategic advantage to 
Germany in case of war, besides itscom- 
mercial importance. Although the re- 
gion traversed is a level one, the size of 
the canal has rendered it an enterprise 
of great magnitude, and there were nu- 
merous grave dilliculties, owing to the 
•mall rivers crossed. The experience 
gained in every enterprise of this kind 
makes the next one easier of accom- 
plishment. The success of this work 
Bhould give added hope to the promoters 
of tbe Nicaragua scheme, the effects of 
which will be more far reaching and its 
benefits immeasurably greater.

The board of education held another 


interesting session last night, although 
nothing of importance wart done. Al- 
most tho entire evening was devoted to 
argument on the high school eito niud- 
dle. Trustee Church championed tho 
Terry block, assisted by Secretary Cuin- 
inings. Trustees Gallagher and Monroe 
and President Kdea favoreil the Central 
bloi-k. The meeting wn& an adjourned 
one for the purpose of considering the 
bids for the removal of the white school 
Imililing 10 one side of the Central block. 
The mutter wag aj;:im laid over till thu 
next meeting, wlm-h will be at the call 
of tho chair. 


The meeting opened with the reading 


of n communication Irom District At- 
torney Snow in regard to the request 
made*by thu board at ila iiiuetinj; on 
last Wednesday iwenim; for ti written 
opinion on tho legality of the recent act 
of the board tronceniing the high school 
site matter. 
Mr. Snow stated that ho 


wished, to have a definite statement of 
facts on which the board wanted an 
opinion; that the U'nueHt for an opinion 
"aa to the legality of the recent action 
of tho board tattling thu high school 
buildiiiK on the Central block," as waa 
in tho letter sent by Secretary Ciun- 
nii»K3 to him, was too indelinitc. 


President Kden said that ho did not 


think it necessary to secure the opinion 
af tho district attorney, lie, for one, be- 
ing satisfied to KO forward with the mat- 
ter without Mr. Snow'e opinion. lie 
bad secured the opinion of two good at- 
torneys in this city, and felt hilly nil- 
vised. 


Trustee Monroe also stated that ho 


had scoured thu advice of a competent 
attorney and folt satisfied to go ahead 
with placing tho new high school build- 
ing on tho Central block. 


Hereupon It. It. Butler, one of the 


Terry block agents, stepped forward and 
stated that lio was ready to fulfill his 
part of tho contract with tho board ; hu 
bad the deed ready, and it was in the 
sucretF.iy'8 hands. Mr. ISutler further 
Stated thlit,if the board would not preform 
their part of tho contract, ho would HOJ 
if be could not hold them to it.

quired by the "contract" between thu 
old board and Musare.
